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RATTLE AT WAMILAL 


HOSTILITIES BEGAN SATURDAY 
EVENING- HEAVY LUss. 


The United States Soldiers Drive Back 
the Insurgents—Agoncillo Leaves 
Washington Very Suddenly. 


Manila, Feb. 5.—The long expected 
war betweea the United States and the 
Filipinos bus come at last. The clash 
came at 635 Saturday evening, when 
three daring Filipivos darted past the 
Nebeaska regiment's pickets at Santa 
Mesa, but retired when challenged. 
They repeated the experiment without 
Rkrawing the sentries’ fire. The third 
time Sergeant Henry challenged them, 
then fired, killing one and wounding 
another. Almost immediately after- 
ward the Filipinos came from Cal- 
Taran to Santa Mesa and comspsenced & 
fosilade, which was ineffectual. The 
Nebraska, Montana and North Dakota 
outpo-ts replied irregularly and held 
their ground until reinforcements ar- 
rived. g 

The Filipinos concentrated at 
three points, Calvrean and Caygaluin and 
Santa Mesa About 1 o'clock the Fili- 
pinos opened fire on all three regiments 
smultaneously. It was supplemented 
by the fire of two siege guus at Balik 
and by advancing their siirmishers at 
Pandican. The United States soldiers 
responded with a terrible fire, but 
owing to the darkuess they were unable 


eft. The engagement lasted over an 
our. The United States cruiser 
(‘harleston and the gunboat Concord, 
tatioued off Manilhon, opened 
e with their second batteries 
.i the Filipinos’ pesition and kept it 
p vigorously. At 2.45 a. m. there 
as another fusilade along the incline 
.d the United States seagoing double- 
oureted monitor Monadnock opened fire 
on the cnemy from off Malute. With 
daylight the Americans advanced, The 
Californian and Washington regimeuts 
inwde a splendid charge and drove the 
Filipinas from the villages of Paco and 
Santa Mesa. The Nebraska regiment 
also distinguished itself during the sev- 
eral hours, and with oue bowitzer beld 
% very strong position at tbe reservo‘:r, 
which is connected with the water- 
works. 

Thc Kansas and Dakota regiments 
compelled the enemies’ right to retreat 
to Calboran. There was intermittent 
firing at various points all day long. 
The losses of the Filipinos ‘cannot be 
estimated at present but they are kuown 
to be considerable. 

The U. S. losses are estimated at 20 
men killed and 124 wounded. The 
Ygorates, armed with bows and arrows, 
made 2 very determined stand in the 
fuce of the artillery fire, and left manv 
dead on the field. Several attem) ts 
were nade in this city yesterday to as- 
sassinate U. 8. officers. 

The United. States, by refusing to 
recognize Agoncillo in any way, is in a 
strong position, diplomatically, and no 
doubt is expressed as to all Eurepean 
nations maintaining a most correct att e 
tude, anu refusing in any way toi - 
knowledge that Aguinaldo and his fo - 
lowers ray have any status warranting 
their recognition in any manner. 
WANTS AMMUNITION, 

‘ Madrid, Feb. 5.—General Rius, con- 
manding the Spanish troops in the 
Philippines, cables that Aguinaldo 
offers to release the Spanish prisoners 
on payment of $50,000 and the ove: 
banding to him of the cannon rifles and 
three million cartridges belonging to 
the Spaniards.

GEN. GOMEZ ACCEPTS THE $3,000,- 
OVO FUR HIS SOLDIARS. 


Success of e Robert Porter’s Mis- 
sion Is Complete— Conference at 
Havana With General Brooke. 


Remedios, Province of Santa Clara, 
Feb. 4.—General Maximo Gomez, the 
commander-in-chief of the Cuban 
army, placed himself squarely in posi- 
tion today as an active ally of the 
United States government in the work 
of the reconstruction of Cuba. As a 
result of the coufercnce which Mr. 
Robert Porter, the special commuis- 
sioner of President McKinlev, has had 
with General Gomez, the latter cabled 
to President McKinley this afternoon 
assuring him of his co operation in 
disbanding the Cuban army and dis 
tributing amcog the Cuban soldiers the 
¢3,000,000 appropriated for the purpose 
of enabling them to return to their 
tomes. General Gorez also tele- 
uraphed to Major General Brooke, say- 
ing he would accept the latter’s invi- 
tation to go to Havana. The success of 
Mr. Porter’s mission greatly simplifies 
the returning of the military Cubans 
io the pursuits of peace. In view of 
General Gomez's supposed prior atti- 
tude of hostility toward the United 
States, Mr. Porter came here clothed 
with absolute authority and the tender 
of the $3,000,000 was practically a ver- 
bal ultimatum. Had it not been ac- 
cepted no more overtures would have 
been made. 

Mrr. Porter made plain the purpose 


of the United States government

was gratified at the ready response of 
the gvneral. Mr. Porter was accom- 
vanied by Senor Gonzales Quesada, the 
special commissioner of the Cahan 
junta at Washington, and a correspond- 
ent of the Assuciated Press. The Cuban 
-ommauder was cordial in greeting 
Mr. Porter and opened the interview by 
referring to the change for the better 
which bad taken place iu Cuba since 
he was last here in September. He also 
laid stress on the fact that some people 
were asking where was Cuba’s prom- 
ised liberty ‘‘The answer to this,’’ 
said Mr. Porter, ‘‘is that Cuba now has 
commercial and industrial liberty, and 
President McKinley directed me in 
framing the Cuban tariff, to muke no 
discriminatiors in favor of the United 
States, in tne mauner Spain favored 
herself. Cuba is free today to buy in 
the cheapest market. People are re- 
tarning to their pursuits of peace anc 
our military government is giving way 
to civil government as fast as pos- 
sible.’’ 

Mr. Porter also said that President 
McKinley needed and was entitled to 
co-operation by all interested in the 
welfare and the future of Cuba and he 
ueeded the co-operation of General 
Commander Gomez above all others. 
The first problem, Mr. Porter then 
pointed out, was the abandonment cf 
the Cuban army and the return of the 
Cuban soldiers to work. The Cuban 
commander-in-chief replied that he 
was ready and wil'ing to give the aid 
required, but asked how he coald du so. 
To this Mr. Porter replied that Presi- 
dent McKinley would be glad to bave 
him g° to Havana and co-operate with 
General srooke in disbanding the Cub- 
uns and paying over the $3,000,000 ap- 
propriated for that puvpose. General 
Gomez said the amount was too small. 
but it was not his fault and he would 
make it go as far as possible, likening 
it to the miracle of the loaves and 
fishes. 

General Gomez specially requested 
that the money for which Mr. Porter 
had orders. in his pocket.should be paid 
over to General Brooke,and not to bim- | 
self, as he did not want the personal 
responsibility of keeping it. The for- 
mal compact was then presented to | 
Gomez by Mr. Porter, and was agreed | 
to. In brief, the compact is as fol- 
lows: First—The Cuban officers in | 
each province shall assist the United 
States officers in distributing the 
funds. Secoud—That these officers | 
shall at once mect at some convenient 
point and decide buw,when, and where 
the payment is to be made, and arrange 
any other details. Third—That the sum | 
paid to each man shall not be regardea 
as part payment of salary or wages due 
for services rendered, but to facilitate 
the disbaudment of the army as a relief 
of suffering, and as an aid in getting 
the people to work. Fourth—The 
Cubans shall surrender their arms to 
the Cuban assembly or to its representa- 
tives. Fifth—The committee on dis. 
tribution shall use its best endeavors 
to distribute it among the population. 
so that all may secure work. Sixth— 
That the $3,000,000 shall be placed 
subject to the order of General Brooke, 
and that action in the matter shall be 
immediate.

SNOW SLIDE IN 


Three Men Instamiy Killed and Six Seri- 
ously Injured. 

Denver, Colo., Feb. 4.—A snowslide 
on the main line of the Denver and Rio 
Grande railroad, nine miles east of 
Glenwood Springs, yesterday, over- 
whelmed a work train, killing three 
men and injuring several others. The 
killed are: Jobn McMahon, roadmaster 
on the Denver and Rio Grande, Glen- 
wood Sprivgs; J. Dempsy,section man, 
Spruce Creek, Colo. The injured are: 
Charles Hackett, engineer; T. Carr, 
fireman; R. B. Steele, engineer; A. 
Diver, brakeman; G. H. Berry, car- 
repairer; B. Bernard, section man. 

All were employed by the Denver and 
Rio Grande and were assisting in clear- 
ing the track at the time of the slide. 

A gigantic avalanche shot down the 
mountain side in the canyon of the 
Grand river on the western slope of the 
Colorado and carried the eutire train 
crew und work gang, thirty men in all, 
into the bottom of the abyss.

“What was tho most deperato fight you 
can remember, colonel?'’

rangers that they coujd put their bands 
on their boots 

“All but one of Burleson’'s men were 
wounded—himseclf shot inthe bead with 
cn arrow. One man bad four ‘dogwood 
ewitches’ (arrows) in his body, ono of 
which wasin his bowels. This man told 
mo that every time be raised his gun to 
fire tho Indians would stick an arrow into 
him, but he said he didn't care a cent. 
One Indian was lying right up close, and 
while dying tried to shoot an arrow, but 
bis strength failed so fast that the srrow 
barely left the bowstring 

**Ono of the rangers tn thet fight was a 
curious fellow When young, he had been 
captured by Indians and had lived with 
them so long that he had acquired Indian 
babita. In that figbt be kept jumping 
around while Icading, go as to be a bad 
target, tke samo asan Indian would un- 
der the circumstances, and he told Bur- 
leson be wished he had his boots off, so he 
could get around good.**

Always carry a conipass, as there ts no 
way of telling the points of the compaas 
by means of bark or branches that can be 
relied upon. Remember the direction in 
which your camp fs, and then if you get 
really lost, sit down, build a fire and 
mako a big smoko. Thts te supposing that 
you have companions, as no 
shoald be alone incamp. They will took 
you up the next day, ani ft fs beter to 
sit hy a fire and tako it ensy than it is to 
run all over the country Every year men 
are lost in the mountains who, if thoy had 
kept coc! and sat down and made aasmoke, 
would have been in camp by nooo the 
nezt day. Instend of this they lose their 
heads, travel clear out of the vicinity of 
the camp, and sometimes suffer tarribly 
or dic of starvation before being foand.—
